from him. last night.

whole cloth," said Fess "they don' 
know what they are talking about.' 


He reiterated his assertion tha 


the recent warning against a repeal 
move within his party was an ex 
pression of personal opinion only 
Yet before his denial, close associate 
held to the relief he would suit th 
party post rather than be silent i 
any major-prohibition- conflict.

The dead, besides the father, are 


Nancy, 13, Margaret, 10, and Paul 
ine, 9. Mrs. Playford, 45, before her 
marriage to Playford, was Nancy 
Stirling, member 
of a prominent 


Baltimore, Md., family. 


A maid in the Playford home was 


the first to discover the victims. The 
girl, Viola White, 
said that she 


heard shots about 7 o'clock a. m. 
but believed the reports were caused 
by heating radiators In the house 
A short time later, she said, she saw 
Playford leave the children's room 
and enter _his own. She heard an- 
other shot, and upon investigating 
found her employer's body on the 
floor. 


The two younger 
children 
and 


Mrs. 
Playford 
apparently 
were 


sleeping when the shots were fired.

She was taken to a 
hospital, so critical was her wound. 
The two oldest children, and Play- 
ford, apparently were killed instant- 
ly. The youngest child lived for a 
short time. 


The body of Nancy, 
the 
oldest 


child, was found propped against 
her pillows, an open school book on 
her lap. She had been studying her 
school lessons when the father en- 
tered and fired 
a bullet into 
her 


head. A bed light was burning. 


The Playford's lived in one of the 


most imposing residences in Union- 
town, and Mrs. Playford was one of 
the leading women in the city's so- 
cial circles. Playford wr.s a vestry- 
man in St. Peter Episcopal church.

rescued, but three had been caught

To add to the horror of the catas- 


trophe, it came shortly after mid- 
night when the occupants of houses

OF $2,000 TO PAY 


FOR PICTURE RENTAL 


Service to Be Initiated in 


Near Future on Lawrence 
Campus 


With a 52,000 gift from the Car- 


negie Corporation, a collection of 50 
pictures, and a student response that 
shows unusual interest in the pro- 
ject, the Lawrence college picture- 
rental service which began Tuesday 
seems an assured success. 
Hailed 


as an "experiment in aesthetics," 
the success of the venture was nec- 
essarily based as much upon stu- 
dent interest and response as upon 
finances with which to carry it for- 
ward. The Carnegie gift, announced 
on the eve of the inauguration of 
the plan, made possible an immedi- 
ate expansion of the project and ad- 
dition of pictures to the collection. 


Since Tuesday noon pibtures com- 


prising more than half the collection 
have been rented to adorn student 
rooms in the dormitories and frater- 
nity houses. 


The picture-rental service wag con- 


ceived by Henry M. Wriston, presi- 
dent of the college, and first sug- 
gested in his report to the board of 
trustees last June. At that time he 
pointed out that "the time has come 
when the students' interest and en- 
thusiasm shown by their anxiety to 
have us put more and better pic- 
tures in the dormitory living rooms, 
justifies us in an effort to take an- 
other step forward. It would be a 
wonderful thing to have a collec- 
tion, of framed pictures for student 
use. 
The variety-should be very 


great so as to appeal to a wide di- 
versity of tastes and Interests, .These 
could then be loaned to the students 
at some rental charge. 


"The students should be encour- 


aged to exchange the pictures they 
have for others as their tastes de- 
velope, and we should make it pos- 
sible for them to have more than one 
at a time. If when the student 
graduates some picture had come to 
have deep meaning for hint' he should 
be allowed to take it away simply 
by paying the difference between 
the rental and the original cost. 
This project would develop interest 
in precisely the way "we should like 
to see it grow—as part of the daily 
life of the individual student." 


An annoymous gift from a friend 


of the college made it possible to 
prepare the project for an experi- 
mental beginning. Fifty 
pictures 


owned by the college, many of them 
gifts from friends interested in the 
new art program, were assembled, 
framed and cataloged. 


Students obtain the pictures of 


their choice in the same way they 
'obtain a book from the college lib- 
rary. A rental fee of 50 cents per 
semester is all it costs the student. 


The $2,000 gift made recently is 


indicative of the interest which this 
venture in art appreciation is being 
received in educational circles. With 
the continued success of the plan, 
further gifts of money and pictures 
are expected so as to permit a lar- 
ger collection of pictures and a con- 
sequently wider distribution among 
the students. 


Included in the collection are ori- 


ginals by Whistler, DeGoya, Charles 
Heil, Stanley Woodward, Max Pol- 
lack, Helen Hyde, Bertha Jacques, 
and other artists of note and dis- 
tinction.

Peiping—W)—Millions of years ago 


a mammoth shovel-toothed mastodon 
about to become a mother bogged 
with a herd of her kind in a mud- 
hole In the then fertile Gobi* desert. 
Trapped in the Gobi quicksands, she 
and her companion mastodons died 
before she could give birth to a baby 
mastodon. 


The central Asiatic

MUSSOLINI TOYS WITH THE 


BEAR 


"The new commercial agreement 


between Fascist Italy and Soviet Rus- 
sia constitutes an alarming menace 
to the stability of Europe," writes Wil- 
liam Martin, a distinguished observer 
of international affairs, in a state- 
ment issued at Geneva. The contract 
calls for the purchase by Russia of 
farm machinery, automobiles and air- 
planes in Italy, in return for which the 
Italians will purchase an equal value 
of coal, oil and mineral products in 
Russia. 


Unless Russia 'alters its long stand- 


ing policy, which is about as likely as 
a change of spots by the leopard, Mus- 
solini may pay dearly for this busi- 
ness. In the past Moscow has made 
her commercial policy serve political 
ends, as Great Britain learned. The 
Soviets insist upon trying to pave the 
way for a. bolshevistic or communistic 
regime in other countries and to this 
end try to undermine the indus- 
tries of those nations through the 
dumping of soviet products at prices 
far below the cost of production else-, 
where. While all are constrained to 
take most stories that come from Rus- 
sia at a considerable discount the news 
items that have official soviet sanction 
must be taken at face value. They dis- 
close the average Russian worker and 
farmer reduced to a level of peonage 
that has no parallel in modern history 
and few in ages gone. This is akin 
to the lot of the Russian serfs mis- 
ruled by the Romanoffs for centuries 
but~given apparent freedom some sev- 
enty years ago.. The soviet under its 
present plan, a plan which it has proud- 
ly published to the world, acts the part 
of .a huge slave-driver, a giant Simon 
Legree, driving on its millions to work 
for the bare pittance of a living, tak- 
ing "the product of that work for the 
purpose of 
building up national 


strength and solidifying its own posi- 
tion,, or using it with the abandon of 
a reckless gambler attempting to Rus- 
sianize the rest of the world. 


It-must be evident to all that under 


such circumstances Russia can under- 
sell anyone, even the Chinese. In no 
country -where there is an attempt at 
anything- approaching distribution of 
wealth can there be competition with 
the Soviets. As soon as these dump- 
ing processes begin the rest of the 
world has a choice of two remedies, a 
stonewall against imports from Russia 
or a submission to the Russian stand- 
ard of living and the latter is unthink- 
able. Perhaps neither remedy is nec- 
essary here because the dumping pro- 
cess is sporadic and the harm rela- 
tively small, certainly in comparison to 
the injury the soviet does itself. 


Great Britain resumed commercial 


relations with Russia several years ago, 
expecting a large volume of business 
and dreaming of capacity production 
by its industries with contented work- 
era on every hand. The dream was 
but a nap and England awoke shortly 
to the realization that the Amtorg 
Trading agency, ostensibly a Russian 
commercial organization, had been 
carrying on communist propaganda in 
England with the hostile purpose of 
overthrowing the -British form of gov- 
ernment. Great Britain promptly dis- 
missed the Soviets, not in fear that the 
Englishman 
could 
be converted to 


Russian ideals but because of the rude 
impertinence of the soviet government 
and its ambassadors, and since then 
has turned a cold shoulder to Russian 
advances. But the Englishman is pa- 
tient and generally slow to let his an- 
ger rise. In the same situation what 
will Italy under Mussolini do? Rela- 
tions under these circumstances be- 
tween Italy, where anger can rise like 
lava in a volcano, and Russia where 
little regard is felt for honor in inter- 
national relations, are fraught with 
possibilities of peril.

STEVENSON'S BIRTH 


On Nov. 13. 1850. Robert Louis Stevenson, 


famous British novelist and essayist, was born 
at Edinburgh, Scotland, the only son of a dis- 
tinguished lighthouse engineer. 


Delicate and sickly, young Stevenson entered 


Edinburgh University to become an engineer. 
Disliking this, he turned to law. But no sooner 
had he passed the bar, in 1875, than ho found 
tiis interest lay in literature. 


His literary efforts were encouraged by noted 


writers he met at London. By writing magazine 
articles on his various travels, Stevenson grad- 
ually acquired a name. Success first came to him, 
however, with the publication of Treasure Is- 
Jand, a tale of adventure. 
' 


Soon after he married Mrs. Osbourne, an 


American, whom he met at Paris. The couple 
traveled extensively, frequenting mostly health 
resorts where Stevenson sought to cure the 
tuberculosis with which he was affected. 


In 1888 he sailed with his family to .Samoa, 


in the South Seas. There he made a home for 
himself 
and acquired a position of influence 


among the natives. When he died there, in 1894, 
the natives buried him on the peak of Mount 
Vaea, 


Better known among his works are "Treas- 


ure Island," "Kidnaped" and "Dr. Jekyll and 
Mr, Hyde."

COLD. 


I can remember bow the historic 


village of Canandaigua was stirred 
to its very Bronx one silent summer 
afternoon when a Rochester rider 
tore down Main street on a high- 
wheeler cycle. Tes, and I've seen 
John Willys scooting around with 
the future Mrs. on a bicycle bu" . 
for two. Oh, these things happened, 
all right. I should not be greatly 
surprised if some present day ex- 
plorer w.ere to bring home a living 
specimen ol the Great Auk or a 
moving picture .of a Dodo scrapping 
with its mate. But Dr. Anderson 
Hilding, Duluth, of tire department 
of pathology, JJniversity of Minne- 
sola, puts too-great a-strain en one's 
imagination when he tells us in the 
Archives of Otolaryngology, August, 
1930, 
that the common cold can hap- 


pen from aust exposure, also from 
just infection, and again from a 
bit of both. 


Dr. Hilding preserves throughout 


his dissertation a calm, philosophical 
and whimsically tolerant attitude, as 
befits a teacher or a research work- 
er or'a student or even a doctor. 
He enumerates the data- on which 
he bases his opinion that exposure 
to cold and wet alone may cause 
some "cold"—although, he neglects, 
discreetly enough, 
to define 
the 


"common cold." Here are the points 
of evidence he gives: 


1. The all but universal personal 


experience that wet feet and expo- 
sure to damp, cold weather is follow- 
ed by a cold. 


2. The experiments 
of Grant, 


Mudd and Goldma—who showed that 
chilling of the body surface by plac- 
ing the feet in cold water and direct- 
ing electric fans against 
the bare 


skin produced Ischenia (blanching) of 
the mucuous membrane lining the 
nose and throat, with a drop in the 
temperature of the membrane as 
great as 10 degrees Fahrenheit, in 
the nose and from 2 to 3 degrees in 
the throat. Several volunteers used 
in these experiments developed sore 
thr&at or a "cold." 


3. Observations made by Gahwy- 


ler, of 2,700 men who were sent out 
Into the cold wet trenches for three 
days and nights, during the war, and 
of 3,500 men who were kept in bar- 
racks. The men exposed to cold and 
wet had four times as many "colds" 
as the men kept in barracks. 


4. Animal 
experiments 
which 


seem, to indicate that chilling 
in- 


creases susceptibility to infection. 


Then, fairly enough, Dr. Hilding 


gives the evidence pointing toward 
infection; 


1. The almost universal 
experi- 


ence of developing a "cold" after 
close association with some one who 
has one. • 


2. The tendency for "colds" to at- 


tack progressively many members 
in one family. 


3. Inoculation experiments pro- 


ducing "colds" by spraying filtered 
secretion from cases of "cold" upon 
the nasal mucous membrane of vol- 
unteers. 
Some such experiments 


have 'ailed to produce "colds." 


4. Reports of stnall epidemics in 


groups of closely associated persons. 


1>. Studies 
of the relation 
of 


"colds" in mothers. 


Dr. Hilding has done a great deal 


of painstaking scientific study tjf 
ths miscroscopic conditions in the 
lining of the nose in various stages 
of "the common cold," and he con- 
cludes from his study that: 


"The common cold does not seem 


to be a disease entity." 


"The many bacteriologies studies 


lead one to the belief that many 
different organisms 
may 
cause 


colds." 


"For this reason, specific treat- 


ment and immunisation ate ineffec- 
tual."

Present indications are that the to- 
tal income taxes paid in 1931 by in- 
dividuals and corporations on their 
statements for 1930 -wfll be the small- 
est in several years. The shrinkage 
anticipated in comparison with the 
figures for the current year as well 
as ior xiiose of I92S and. li^a may 
be great enough to present a serious 
problem in dealing with the govern- 
ment budget. 


One of the factors entering Into 


the liquidation of securties at the 
present time is the activity among 
holders of securities in establishing 
losses in order to reduce their 1931 
tax payments. 
Those who have to 


do with making up tax returns said 
today that there had never in their 
experience been such keenness dis- 
played in their clients In turning 
every possible loss in business or in 
stocks and bonds to the fullest ad 
vantage with an eye to tax require- 
ments next eyar. One income tax 
service has Increased its subscriber 
45 per cent in recent months. Law 
yers who specialize in income tax 
work have never been so busy as 
they are now. 


SELL STOCKS NOW 


The period of selling of securities 


to establish losses usually- falls with- 
in the months of November and Dec- 
ember. This year it started in Sep- 
tember and in October, and has been 
running at full speed ever since. A 
great many individuals who had 
large profits at the end of 1929, 
even in spite of the 
depreciation 
that took place in October and Nov- 
ember last year, now find them- 
selves -with heavy losses. These loss- 
es they are preparing to capitalize 
as far as possible. In every legiti- 
mate "way loses are 
being sought 


out and set up in preliminary in- 
come tax statements, with corpora- 
tions that formerly would not go to 
the trouble of establishing other than 
major reverses now listing those of 
minimum size. 


In the change in the income tax 


law about ten years ago^ the in- 
dividual who 
sold securities 
on 


which he had a loss was not permit- 
ted to repurchase these same securi- 
ties -within 30 days. 
The effect of 


this at different times has been to 
bring a considerable amount of re- 
buying' of stocks into the closing 
weeks of the year. Under present 
conditions, when the status of so 
many stocks and bonSs has changed 
materially so that what was con- 
sidered a good investment before is 
now regarded as a speculation, the 
tendency is to substitute a different 
type or quality of stock from that 
sold with the hope that the new 
investment will appreciate sufficient- 
ly in a few years time to recover 
the loss in the one that has been 
liquidated. 


HEAVY TAX SELLING 


Stock exchange houses and banks 


report heavy tax selling from all 
over the country and also from their 
foreign clients. 
The statement is 


not infrequently heard from men 
who paid income taxes this year of 
from §10,000 to $3(M)00 that they do 
not expect to pay any income tax 
in 1931. 


Those who follow income tax legis- 


lation most closely express consider- 
able doubt whether the government 
will allow the 1 per cent redaction in 
normal taxes which was carried in 
this year's schedules to be continu- 
ed next year. This reduction pulled 
down the total income tax payments 
considerably.

THE PURPOSE OF SCHOOLING 
Why 
do we send 
children 
to 


school? If we thought a bit moie 
about the matter we might change 
much o_ our educational practice. 


Most of our parents would reply. 


"To ha-^e theni learn, of 
course." 


Truly. Children shouW go to school 
that they may learn. Now what is it 
they are to learn what is it they are 
to get out of the learning? Why 
must they know? And how are they 
to learn? And what are they to do 
with the learning 


"We keep children in schools for 


eight years. We keep most of them 
in classes for six. months at a stretch. 
Very reluctantly we allow one or 
two of them to escape a term in 
every class or grade. 
We insist 


upon a certain amount of memorized, 
practised learning from every pupil 
before promoting and 
graduating 


him. Is that why we send him to 
school? That he may know the 
names of the presidents, capitals of 
the states, the parts -of speech, the 
courses of rivers and railroads and 
be able to write an application for 
a position? There must be more 
tllan that. 


I believe we send a child to school 


i.i order to teach lum how to behavs. 
I mean in the Aeiy biggest sense of 
behavior, I would have him know 
how to control his thought. What 
he thinks is far more important than 
TV-hat he says, most of the 
time. 


Thought fathers behavior. 


I -would have him know how to be- 


have toward his fellows. He must be 
generous without extravagance. He 
must be helpful without being intru- 
sive. He must be appreciative with- 
out being compliant. He must honor 
himself so that 
he fears to do 


•wrong in the sight of God and man.. 


And Just how is that to be done? 


Just how are we to accomplish this 
end? It is easy to teach memory 


work. It is easy to teach bodily ex- 
ternal response. It is very very dif- 
ficult to set an attitude of questing, 
courteous, honorable behavior. For 
that we must have the great teach- 
er. There must be time for the teach- 
er to influence the spirit of his pu- 
pils. There must be understanding of 
the teachers function. School is not 
a mill that grinds out information 
which the teacher parcels out to the 
various pupils. The piling of infor- 
mation is not the end we have in 
view when we send children to schoo! 
and college. We •would help them to 
learn how to live, how to get the 
real values from their lives. 


School should be a place where 


children and teachers live generous 
ly, richly, at leisure. Growth is a 
slow, subtle process. The teacher 
could cover the course of study In a 
few weeks if that were all there 
were to be done, but it 
requires 


years in order to g"ve the child an 
opportunity to abstract full value 
from his school course. 


The school should be a place that 


offers many and varied opportunities 
to its children who are experiment 
ing in living. The teachers ought to 
b© experts in life. Beauty should 
adorn the building inside and our 
and beauty should find its expression 
in all the children do. 


We send children to school in or- 


der that they may learn to live fully, 
NOT for information. There is noth- 
ing so cheap and handy today as in- 
formation and nothing so scarce anc 
precious as the knowledge of happy 
living.

mentioning them; but under the 
mannerisms of a frontier dandy there 
has always been a good deal of real 
capacity, both as a lawyer and as a 
politician. 


OFTEN IN—AND ALSO OUT 
Jim Ham—the nickname has stuck 


for three decades—has had a busy 
and somewhat exciting- life. It has 
been interesting-, both to himself and 
to .the voters who, from time to time 
have put him. into office and then 
hauled him out again. 


Illinois' Democratic 
sen.- *->r-eI'-t 


was born in Danville, Va., in 1866. 
His father, a Confederate veteran, 
was not over-prosperous, and when 
the family moved to Augusta, Ga., 
while Lewis was still a child, Lewis 
promptly went to work as an office 
hoy. 


He was not far along- in his 'teens 


before he boldly ran away from home 


• and went out to see whs' an indus- 


trious young- man might win in the 
world, fighting on his own. His 
flight landed him in Savannah, where 
he supported himself 
by-washing- 


dishes and began to study law. Ap- 
parently he had a personality, even 
then; for a year or so later we find 
him at the 
"Cfniversity of -Virgina, 


. sent there by the combined efforts 
of a group of .older men.- 


GOES 'WEST- AS LAWYER 


Lewis' college education was some- 


what miscellaneous. He studied at 
the University of Virginia, at 
Ohio 


Northern, at Baylor and at Hough- 
ton College. He never did get a de- 
gree, but eventually he wm the right 
•to hang- out hig shingle as a. lawyer; 
' and immediately he decided to head 


• west and make a. splash in some new 


community. When he told his friends 
groodby h© announced that he_ plan- 
ned to become governor of Washing- 
ton. This was in 1891. •» 


His first sto]5 was San Francisco, 


where for a-, time he earned $8 a 


• week as a. newspaper reporter. Then 


he 'went to Seattle, where he set up 
a modest "6ffiG"e"~as lawyer. 


Clients were scarce, and it was r ;-> 


essary for Lewis to'attract attention. 


1 He hit upon the method of dramatiz- 


ing1' himself and compelling- public at- 
tention that has been successful. 


To begin with, he raised the gaudy 


pink! beard that hag been with him 
ever since, for it was essential 'that 
a lawyer look not too. youthful. Then 
he donned a. gay, riding: habit, mount- 
ed a horse, and took to, riding gaily 
up' and down the streets of Seattle, 
"bowing profoundly to everyone. It 
worked. People began to noitice him, 
and clients began to come. 


HOW HE PAID HIS DEBTS 


Once he mad© a quick trip back to 


Savannah to* pay off some debts. He 
could not do it as most men would; 
instead, arriving in Savannah, he 
took the most expensive hotel suite in 
town, hired an open coach, got a bag 
and filled it with gold coins, and 
drove about through the city, call- 
' ing" on his creditors and paying them 
their money like a uniformed and 
decorated 
chancellor 
of the- ex- 


chequen He married Rose Lawton 
Douglas, a. society belle of Savannah. 
Then he headed back for "Washing- 
ton. 
• 
. . . 


' Meanwhile, Lewis has been dab- 


"bling in politics. He served a term 
as Democratic leader of the territori- 
al Senate, and was Offered the Dem- 
ocratic nomination fof governor in 
1892, refusing it because of disagree- 
ment with-.his party on some obs- 
cure point of doctrine. In 1896, after 
being "mentioned" 'for thj vice pres- 
idetial nomination he Was elected to 
the House of Representatives, and in 
189S he became a lieutenant colonel 
in the Washington National Guard 
and, served in Cuba and Porto Rico. 


Quitting the House of Representa- 


tives after the Spanish War, Lewis 
returned to law practice, to leave it 
again and serve with distinction as 
special United States representative 
at Ottawa in negotiations about bor- 
der customs charges. 


TO CHICAGO IN 1905 


In 1905 he moved to Chicago. He 


had not been there a year before he 
was made corporation counsel, as 
•which he promply began sensational 
fights against tax dodgers that kept 
him on the front page. 
In a few- 


years he dropped out of office, but he 
remained in politics. He ran unsuc- 
cessfuly for governor once, and was 
continually being- mentioned for oth- 
er public office—including1, again, tie 
vice presidency. 


In 1913 he went to the Senate. He 


soon became nationally known—nart- 
ly because of his ability, partly be- 
cause of his speeches, and partly be- 
cause of those whiskers, and 
his 


general air of a boulevard dandy. He 
was often called, in those days,' "the 
greatest dude in America." 


He sponsored a number of mea- 


sures, including- one calling for gov- 
ernment ownership of the railroads, 
and every now and then he issued a. 
solemn warning about the 
enmity 


which, he asserted, Great Britain al- 
waj-s entertained for America. 


When America entered the war 


Lewis again took the limelight. 
He 


signed up as an officer in the divi- 
sion that Theodore Roosevelt tried to 
raise for service in France, and when 
that project fell through he was sent 
to France by the Senate Finance 
Committee to check up on the mo- - - 
ment of supplies. There he had more 
than the ordinary senator's share rf 
excitement—and 
newspaper 
head- 


lines.

Lewis 
would be among the first to aid the 
wounded in any time of stress; hut 
he would smooth his tie first. 


Back in America once more, he de- 


cided to leave the Senate and 
an^ 


nounoed his decision not to run 
again. President Wilson prevailed on 
him to reconsider, however, and he 
ran for re-election in 1918—and lost 
in the Republican landslide. 


OPPOSES EX-FOE'S WIDOW 
Since that time Lewis has been 


out of public office, and—for him— 
out of the limelight as well. But he 
clung steadfastly to the whiskers, 
the dandified dress and the enormous 
circle of acquaintances he had made 
and when the 1930 campaign came 
around there was Jim Ham'in, ths 
front rank. 


Ruth Hanna McCormick, whom he 


ran against, was the'widow of the 


man who had defeated him in 191S 
Lewis campaigned against her with 
all of his customary gallantry, 
ferring- to her exclusively as "the 
lady" and assailing her pronounce 
ments as if it were a painful dutj 
and not a pleasure. Before the elec 
tion, it was generally conceded thai 
if any male politician could handle 
the effervescent Ruth it was Jim 
Ham.

The national association Ttants to 


know what results are being obtained 
fiom radio advertising, and the sur- 
vey is aimed at that target. It re- 
tained Crossley, Inc., to make the 
survey, and the findings of the fi'-st 
six months were related to the asso- 
ciation at its convention. 


OPPOSE SALESMANSHIP

mond. The romantic lumber indus- 
try this week became only a subject 
:or reminiscence. 


The last pine log has been cut at 


the Rust Owen' Lumber . company 
mill' and an industry that has been 
the backbone of this small town for 
50 years is gone. 


One of the' largest "mills in the 


northwest, the Rust Owen plant 
sawed approximately 150,000 feet of 
lumber daily. .During it's half cen- 
tury of existence, the' TnllV has cut 
almost two billion "fe'et 'of timber. 
"With the cutting of the last log Fri- 
day, however, the once 'magnificent 
stands of pine^in Bayfield-co were 
depleted. 


Two hundred men were 
thrown 


out of. a job when 'the huge mill 
closed. 
They and. " their ' .families 


composed most of the population of 
the town. Some 400 men lost their 
livelihood in the woods near here. 
The many lumber camps in 
the 


county and beyond. 


Lumberjacks, often 
recount 
the 


purported origin of the Rust Owen- 
logging operations. Two Bau" Claire 
timber cruisers, as" the "story goes, 
heard of vast stands of white pine 


northern Wisconsin and simul- 


taneously each set . out to stake 
claims.". 
Rust beat his rival and 


claimed all-'the timber which has 
since been-sawed by the-mill here. 


With the lumber industry gone, 


townspeople, are in a quandary as 
to what the future* may hold in 
store. While many other northern 
Wisconsin lumber towns have been 
converted into agricultural and dairy 
centers, it is not likely that Drum- 
mond will do the same. The pre- 
vailing delinquent tax (Situation in 
northern Wisconsin makes it inad- 
visable to open new farm territories, 
according to state agricultural" au- 
thorities. The work of blasting the 
millions of stumps in the Drummond 
region is considered a gigantic "un- 
dertaking and would be economically 


unsound in view of the existing con- 
ditions, state, officials point out. 


The development of vast recrea- 


tional resources 
seems to be the 


only hope for Drummond. Such de- 
velopment will require a number 
of years of intensive promotional 
work. The Drummond area-has'a 
chain of picturesque inland 
lakes 


well stocked with-fish, and the cut- 


over lands have a sufficient stand 
of second growth timber to make 
desirable game preserves. 


The village has a population of 


almost 
700 and practically every 


citizen has been directly or indirect- 
ly dependent upon the logging op- 
erations. One of the big problems 
facing the town is the new "?100,000 
school which -was built 
several 


years ago. Bonds totalling 
more 


than §30,000.. remain unpaid. Even 
with the retirement of the bonds the 
school officials doubt whether the 
large building can be maintained 
.after the sawmill taxes are -taken 
from the town's tax roll.

These folders will tell all about the 
trip. 
It 'is expected they will be 


completed within the next two 
weeks and forwarded to all persons 
who have sent an inquiry to Mr. 
Meating. These folders are expected 
to reach the teachers shortly after 
Dec. 1." 


In the letter which Mr. Meating 


is sending out this week he points 
out that the Travel Guild has ar- 
ranged the method of payment for 
tickets. 
The total cost, 
$249, in- 


cludes all expenses with thq excep- 
tion ox meals on the train.to and 
from Mertreal. Teachers must de- 
posit $25 -when they send in then: 
registration cards. 
The next pay- 


ment of ^50 will be 
due 
before 


March 1 and the balance must be 
paid before June 1. The full price 
of the ticket may be paid in ad- 
vance. 


The folders which are to be issued 


soon will stress the importance of 
early reservations. 
Sleeping berths 


and space on the steamship will be 
assigned to the teachers In the or^r 
which the registrations are received. 
This means that the first reserva- 
tions will receive the best accom- 
modations. 


MAT CANCEL PLACES 


Cancellations of reservations may 


be made up to June 1 and the full 
price of the ticket will be refunded. 
How.ever, If cancellations are made 
after June 1 there will be a small 
charge for 
necessary 
changes in 


space assignment and expenses in- 
volved. 


The tour to Europe is designed 


especially for Outagamie and sur- 
rounding county teachers and their 
friends, who will have preference 
in making registrations. However, 
reservations are continuing to pour 
into Mr. Meating's office from every 
section of the state and as many of 
these will be filled as possible. 


There will be a limit of 1,000 


teachers. "When that number has 
been reached the reservations will 
be closed. 


The cost of the trip, because of 


special arrangements made with the 
Travel Guild, the Canadian Pacific 
Steamship and Travel 
companies 


and the Soo line, is the lowest ever 
offered for a tour of this nature. 
The group will leave Appleton on 
July 7, 1931, and be gone for 34 
days. They will visit Canada, Eng- 
land, France and Belgium. Every 
expenses -of the travelers will be 
covered from the time they leave 
Appleton until they return.

President Hoover did not make any 
extended reference to the world court 
in his Armistice day speech, the fact 
that he did insert a phrase declaring 
the United States should have a part 
in its work, "not alone in our own 
UlLcicSua uu.w Ail ».ii& £.d*CLiiC^j—Lv-~.t. *j~ 
peace" is regarded as most signifi- 
cant here. For several months all ref- 
erences to the world court ^ ve been 
more or less tafcoo because of politi- 
cal complications and embarrass- 
ments. 
The administration had the feeling 


that there was no need of reiteratir 7 
its position in the middle of a con- 
gressional campaign and thus pro- 
vide ammunition in local contests. As 
a matter of fact there were few 
places where the issue was raised, 
the most conspicuou being Illinois. 
Mrs. McCormick in her primary cam- 
paign made several speeches against 
American entry into the world court. 
When she was nominated she raised 
the issue again but her opponent, 
former Senator Lewis declared his 
own opposition to the world court. 
The Hearst newspapers which ha e 
been fighting the world court were a 
factor in the campaign and while Mr. 
Lewis is one of a small group of 
Democrats opposed to the world 
court the report in political circles 
is that he could not afford to antag- 
onize the support of the Hearst press 
which he was anxious to secure. 
Shortly after he came out against 
the world court the Hearst newspa- 
pers announced their preference for 
Mr,. Lewis. 


NOT MUCH ANTAGONISM 


It is not Jikely that any wpposition 


to American entry into the 
world 


court will come from many members 
of the senate. About a handful of 
votes would be cast against the prop- 
osition as amended because the last 
time the protocol was ratified it was 
given overwhelming support—more 
than the necessary two-thirds. Ad- 
herence to the court is held up be- 
cause the protocol was amended to 
meet the reservations of the United 
States senate and a compromise plan 
worked out by Elihu Root, former 
secretary of state. The opponents of 
the court still insist that adherence 
to the protocol means entanglements 
with the league of nations but the 
Hoover administration has definitely 
committed itself 'against entry into 
the league so while a revival of this 
phase of the controversy may be ex- 
pected in the debate it will not be a 
serious obstacle to ultimate ratifica- 
tion.

of Agriculture Arthur M. Hyde, ad- 
dressing the 64th annual convention 
of the National Grange, today ad- 
vocated curtailed production- to off- 
set crop surplus as the best remedy 
for the economic depression of the 
farmer. 


"The only answer to over-produc- 


tion is less production," Secretary 
Hyde said. -"We must balance our 
crop against market demands, pro- 
ducing only such amount as we can 
sell at a price which covers cost of 
production, plus a profit. More pro- 
duction merely means more prob- 
lems, lower prices and greater dis- 
aster." , 


Despite its unhappy experience 


with 
surpluses," 
he Continued, 


"American agriculture to a large ex- 
tent is still unorganized. JSfo indus- 
try on earth can match agriculture 
in the number and volubility of its 
advisors. Their diversity is one of 
our weaknesses. 
There is lack of 


unified thought and action." 


"To write an effective answer to 


the problems of the farm we must 
have, first of all, organization. The 
first object is unity of action, col- 
lective thinking, planning and mar- 
keting. 


Mr. Hyde pointed- out that an in- 


creased program of farm production 
would tend to build up a surplus 
which would have to compete in 
world markets against competition 
"which no scheme of subsidy eould,^ 
equalize." 


"The American farmer 
cannot 


and ought not to be compelled to 
meet the fierce competition of cheap 
lands and long standards in other 
countries," lie said. 
- Mr. Hyde compared1 the present 
period of depression with the dis- 
tress which followed the great ex- 
pansion of agricultural activities af- 
ter the Civil war.
